Seven vehicles have been donated for use as courtesy cars 


for the 1972 Arctic Winter Games in Whitehorse. 


General Motors of Canada Ltd. and Taylor Chevrolet Oldsmobile 
Limited of Whitehorse are supplying two Oldsmobile Cutlass two door 
hardtops, two Chevrolet Bel Air four door sedans and a Chevrolet 
Impala four door hardtop. Tilden Rent-A-Car of Whitehorse is supplying 
two Chevrolet half ton pickups. 


The donors are attempting to get vehicles as close as possible 
to the Games blue, with the exception of the Impala, which will be 
slightly darker and is to be used For transporting visiting dignitaries. 
These units are being shipped up the inside passage on the White Pass 


and Yukon Route from Vancouver. 


White Pass is also providing assistance to the games. They 
will supply, through their Petroleum Services Division, about 1,500 
worth of gasoline for the courtesy cars. White Pass will also be 
donating a train, which is to be used in transporting the official 
party from the White Pass depot to the S.S. Klondike for opening 


ceremonies.

THREE WORLD CHAMPIONS AT ARCTIC WINTER GAMES 


Roy Reber, General Manager of the Arctic Winter Games has 
announced that three world-class athletes will attend the Arctic 
Winter Games to assist Yukon sportsmen in the staging of the 1972 
Winter Games. 


Petra Burka, former world champion figure skater, will assist 
Mrs. Judy Saunders at the Figure Skating competition. Petra will 
conduct several clinics with Whitehorse Figure Skating Instructors 
and will talk to young skaters in the area to encourage them in 
their skating efforts. 


Harry Jerome, Commonwealth and Olympic Games Medallist; still 
the fastest man in the world; a holder of the world record for the 
100 yard dash since the early '60's, will add technical support 
to the Games Committee. ., 


Working with him will be Dave Richardson, Canadian Olympic 
Bobsledder, currently representing Canada in Sapporo at the 1972 
Winter Olympics. 
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SUBJECT: MOUNTAIN CLIMBING EXPEDITION TO COMMEMORATE 
ARCTIC WINTER GAMES 


WHITEHORSE, Yukon = An unclimbed mountain in Canada's Yukon 
Territory will be tackled by a winter expedition to commemorate the 
1972 Arctic Winter Games in Whitehorse March 6th to llth. The five- 
man expedition will include representatives of the four northern areas 
participating in the games; Alaska, the Yukon Territory, the Northwest 


Territories and Arctic Quebec. 


Heading the expedition will be veteran mountain climber, Monty 
Alford of Whitehorse. A Whitehorse school teacher, Martin Williams 
has been named as the Yukon representative and contacts are being made 


with the other areas for representation. 


As yet unnamed, the peak rises over 10,000 feet. It is part 
of the Mt. Kennedy group, about 130 air miles west of Whitehorse in 


the St. Elias Mountains. 


On reaching the summit, the party will raise the official 
Arctic Winter Games Flage Prospective names are being discussed with 
the Geographic Names Board and the most favored to date is "Mt. Ulu". 
The Winter Games gold, silver and bronze medals are shaped like the 
ulu (pronounced oo-loo), a crescent shaped Eskimo knife used for 


skinning and cutting. 


Plans call for the expedition to leave Whitehorse just prior to 
the Winter Games and return while the games are in progress. Under 
normal weather conditions the expedition is expected to take five or 
six dayse A base camp is to be established at the 5,000 ft. level 
and periodic radio reports back to Whitehorse will keep games 


participants and spectators informed of the party's progress. 


re Alford points out that winter expeditions are not normally 
undertaken because of temperature and light factors. The party will 
have to take heavier gear to cope with sub-zero temperatures and their 
climbing time will be limited because of the short winter days. 


Alford is an internationally-known mountaineer. He has over 
20 years' experience in bush travel, mountaineering and exploration, 
with climbs and expeditions in the United Kingdom, France, Switzerland, 
the United States, Canada, New Zealand and the Antarctic. 


He has climbed Mt. McKinley in Alaska, the highest peak in 
North America; was a guide for the National Film Board's group which 
accompanied the late U.S. Senator Robert Kennedy on his ascent of 
Mt. Kennedy in 1965; was co-leader of the Yukon Alpine Centennial 
Expedition and was, in 1967-68, a member of the American Geographical 
Society-Yale University Expedition ta Antarctica.

WORLD CHAMPIONS TO ATTEND NORTHERN GAMES 


WHITEHORSE, Yukon - Judo olympic medallist, Doug Rogers of 
Vancouver, is the latest af several olympic competitors who will 
officiate at the Arctic Winter Games in Whitehorse March 6th to 11th. 


Petra Burka, Harry Jerome and Dave Richardson are also on the list. 


At 29 Rogers is still one of the top judo fighters in Canada 


and is considered to be the best ever produced in this country. 


Now a CP Air pilot and coach of the University of British Columbia's 
judo team, Rogers studied the sport in Japan for four years prior to 
his silver medal win at the '64 Olympics in Tokyo. He followed that 
up in 1967 with a gold medal at the Pan American Games in Winnipeg. 
Rogers is 6 ft. 4 ins., weighs 250 lbs. and holds the fifth degree 


black belt. 


Referee-in-chief for the games judo events will be Frank Hatashita 
of Toronto, who is president of the Canadian Kodokan Judo Association 
and the Pan American Judo Federation. Third official named is Yosh 
Senda of Lethbridge, Alberta, who is one of the pioneers of Canadian 


judo. 


Petra Burka, Harry Jerome and Dave Richardson will provide 
technical assistance at the games. Miss Burka is a former world 
champion figure skater and Richardson is representing Canada in 
bobsledding at the 1972 Winter Olympics in Sapporo, Japan. Harry 
Jerome is an Olympic gold medalist and still holds the world's record 


for the 100 yard dash. 


About 1,000 athletes and officials are expected in the Yukon 
capital for the Winter Games. The athletes will represent Arctic 
Quebec, the Northwest Territories, the State of Alaska and the Yukon 


Territory. They will be competing in 96 events in 1l2 sports.

SUBJECT: ARCTIC WINTER GAMES ACCOMMODATION 


Arrangements have now been completed for accommodating the 
hundreds of people involved with the Arctic Winter Games next March, 


according to Accommodations Chairman Art Shaw. 


Billeting of an expected 800 athletes, coaches, managers and 
special events people will be handled at Lhitehorse Elementary School 
and the Coudert residence. 


In addition, about 75 curlers will be placed in private homes. 
A total of 200 hotel and motel rooms have also been reserved. These 
will accommodate visiting dignitaries, judges, referees and the press 
corps.

When the 1972 Arctic Winter Games opens in Whitehorse, Yukon, 
March 6th, it will bring together nearly 1,000 participants from 
every corner of North America above the 60th parallel.

Concept 


The Arctic Winter Games concept originated in 1967, when athletes 
From the Yukon and Northwest Territories saw their first large scale 
competition against teams from Southern Canada. It was in Quebec 
City at the Canada Winter Games. Results were dismal. The two areas 


shared the basement in nearly all sporting events. 


Northern sports enthusiasts put their heads together and decided 
lack of competition was their big problem. Arctic Winter Games was 


the solution. 


First step was to form the Arcitic Winter Games Corporation. 
Two directors were appointed from.each of the territories and Alaska, 
with grants from the three governments making it possible for them 
to meet. The group was incorporated in both Canada and the United 
States. 


It was decided to hold the first Arctic Winter Games in 
Yellowknife, capital of the Northwest Territories, to coincide with 
the N.W.T. Centennial in 1970. 


Financing 


Costs would be high, but a financial formula emerged to meet 
them. Each area would pay annual membership fees to the coporation 
to cover administrative costs. Area trials costs and transportation 
to the games would be raised by the individual areas. Hosting the 
Qames would be shared by the Canada Department of National Health 


and Welfare and contributions from dozens of private companies.

It soon became apparent that a separate local organization was 
required to host the games. As preparations advanced the Yellowknife 
Arctic Winter Games Society enlarged to include committees for each 
area of the operation. A separate structure was established for 


handling the games trials in each area. 


First Games 


Seven hundred and ten athletes assembled under the flags of two 
nations in Yellowknife to witness the lighting of the Games flame, 
as Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau declared the First Arctic Winter 
Games officially open. The games ran March Sth to 14th, 1970. 


Heading the banners was the deep blue Arctic Winter Games flag - 
three interlocking circles symbolizing the uniting of the north 
through athletics and cultural exchange. Gold, silver and bronze 
ulus were presented to winning athletes and teams. The ulu is a 
crescent shaped Eskimo utility knife, used for cutting and skinning. 
Following a torch-light parade concluding the games, the winning 
NoW.T. contingent was presented the official games flag which will 


be presented again in Whitehorse next March to the top area. 


Second Games 


About 1,000 participants are expected in Whitehorse for the 
Second Arctic Winter Games March Gth to llth, 1972. These games 


Will include competitors from Arctic Quebec. 


International flavor of the games has been broadened with the 


invitation to Greenland and Russia to send observers. 


A total of 96 events will be staged involving a dozen sports. 
Badminton, basketball, curling, table tennis, figure skating, hockey, 
shooting, cross-country skiing and volleyball have been retained from 
the 1970 program and judo, alpine skiing and wrestling have been 
added.

Whitehorse, Yukon - Moose meat and muktuk may be on the menu 
when northern cultures and lifestyles are presented in a variety 
of special events being organized for the 1972 Arctic Winter 
Games. The games will be held in the Yukon capitol of Whitehorse 
March 6th to llth. They include 96 events in a dozen sports, with 
competitors coming from Alaska, Arctic Quebec, the Northwest 
Territories and the Yukon Territory. 


Since its inception and the first games at Yelloknife in 4970, 
the festival has included special events as an integral part of 
its function. Each area contributes to the program. 


The moose meat and muktuk is part of an innovation for the 1972 
games - a northern food booth. It is expected to include such 
things as dried whitefish and lake trout, smoked salmon, Alaska 
king crab, dried caribou, smoked moose, seaweed, eulachon grease, 
reindeer sausage and possibly some canned items like whale meat 
or wild berries. 


"Sparce populations, scattered over vast distances limit the 
opportunities available to northerners for getting acquainted", 
says Special Events Co-ordinator Lois Keating, "And the games 
are ideal for bringing together and showing at least some of 


the diverse cultures and lifestyles of the north". 


The northern food booth is just one item on a long list of 
northern exhibits, shows and demonstrations being worked on by

RCMP & STATE TROOPERS TO SHOOT AT ARCTIC WINTER GAMES 


WHITEHORSE, Yukon -- A five-man team of Alaska State Troopers 
will compete against RCMP teams from Yukon and the N.W.T. in service 
revolver competitions at Whitehorse March 10th. It's one of many sports 
and cultural activities lined up for the 1972 Arctic Winter Games to 


be held in the Yukon capital March 6th to 11th. 


A similar competition was staged in 1970 at the first Arctic 
Winter Games in Yellowknife, N.W.T. and the two police forces have 


held their own matches on several occasions in the past. 


As competition is restricted to police officers, this event is 


not included as part of the regular sports events at the games. 


Based on a police course for using service revolvers, the 
competition involves firing with both left and right hands. Competitors 
shoot from standing, prone and kneeling positions at seven, 15 and 20 
yeard distances both in the open and from behind barricades. They are 


given five minutes to fire 60 rounds, timed from a signal to draw. 


The Yukon RCMP are also represented in regular competition for 
Winter Games medals in pistol and rifle events. Corporal Jack Knox 
and Constable Ken Gabb of Whitehorse are both on the Yukon's pistol 


team, while Corporal Ed Zawrucha of Carmacks is on the rifle team. 


Technical assistance to the medal events for shooting is being 
supplied by the Canadian Armed Forces. They are sending a qualified 
armourer, Sgt. WeG. Carey, Weapons Technician (Land) from the Canadian 


Forces base in Edmonton.
